The claims are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the reason that 
the prior art fails to teach or suggest a first flat cable having only a single ribbon 
conductor, the first and second flat cables are wholly housed within the interior of the 
rotary connector and a bus bar coupled to the first flat cable, as set forth in the claimed 
combination.
